Tuna NN is about fourteen Miles long, 
and five broad: There were divers underſtanding 
Chriſtians ſcattered up and down in it: Scarce a 
conſtant Preacher beſides tmyſelf; fo that, as my 
Maintenance came by a voluntary Contribution 
from all thoſe Chriſtians, all of ' them, within fix

SUCH as were addicted to the Pope, could by no 
Means endure this Interpretation of his ; knowing 
that if- Purgatory were overthrown, a great Part of 
their Profits would preſently ceaſe : Whereupon 
they accuſed Martyr, and fo far prevailed, that 
his Lecture was put down; but Martyr refuſed 
to obey. this Sentence, and truſting to the good- 

of his Cauſe, appealed to the Pope, and at 
Rome, by the Aſſiſtance of his Friends, he over- 
came his Adverſaries: For at that Time he had 
there potent Friends, as Cardinal Gonzaga, Ga/- 
par Contarene, Reinold Poole, Peter Bembo, and 
Frederick Fregeſius, all learned Men, and gracious 
with the Pope ; who alſo acknowledged, that the 
Church needed ſome Reformation. 


Hr theſe Men's Affſtance he was reſtored to his 
former Liberty of Preaching, which yet he cou 
not long enjoy : For before he had been three Years 


at Naples, he fell into a grievous Diſeaſe, together 


with his old fellow-Student Benedict: Cuſanus, who 
died there. But Martyr, by the Goodneſs of Gop, 
was (though with much Difficulty) cured. Where- 
upon the Superiors of his Order, ſeeing the Air of 
Naples did not agree with him, in a publick Con- 
vention made him general Viſitor of their Order. 
In which Office he ſo demeaned himſelf, that good 
Men much commended his Integrity, Conftancy, 
and Gravity ; and others feared him, not daring 
to diſcover their Hatred againſt him. 


Nor long after, in a publick Convention of the 
Superiors of his Order, he was made Prior of 2 
Monaſtery in Lucca: Some out of Love preferred 
bim Sh Place ; others thinking that it would 
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be this Ruin; 'for there was an 'antient 
between 'Flerence and Lucta, the latter ſuſpecting 
that the Florentines ſought to enſlave them. But

But when he 
came to declare his Judgment about the Sacrament, 
they could bear it no longer; and therefore, that 
they might not only procure him Envy, but bring 
him into Danger, they began to load him with their 
uſual Accuſations amongſt the Vulgar, that he 
taught Contrary to the Doctrine of theit Fore-fa- 
thers ; that he profained the Sacrament of the Altar, 
and did (as it were) trample it under his Feet. 


Turn (without acquainting him with it) they 
affixed Papers upon all their Church Doors, in 
Engliſh, declaring that to-morrow there ſhould 
be a publick Diſputation againſt the real Preſence 
of Chrift in the Sacrament. By this Means, the 
Day after they filled the Schools, they diſpoſed 
their Party in every Place, commanding them to 
make a Noiſe, to raiſe Tumults, and if Need were, 
to fight with any that ſhould oppoſe them. Many 
ran to this Sight, not only of the Scholars, but 
of the Townſmen, ſome to ſee the Event of this 
Buſineſs,” others to afſiſt their Friends. 


"Martyn in the mean Time being wholly ig- 


norant of all this, was in his Houſe, preparing 
himſelf after his uſual Manner to read his Lec- 
ture, till ſome of his Friends (obſerving the unu · 


fual Concourſe of People) went to him, opened 


the whole Buſineſs to him, entreating him not to 
expoſe himſelf, ſeeing his Adverſaries ſeemed re- 
ſolved rather with Arms, than with Arguments to 
oppoſe him. He anſwered, that he could not ne-

anger he was running into. But he was till 
reſolute; and ſo going to the Schools, when his 
Adverſaries provoked him, he endeavoured, - by- 
a modeſt Speech, to quiet them, ſaying, that he 
refuſed not to diſpute, only diſliked the Time, 
for that he came to read his Lecture; and fo - 
having ſomewhat quieted them, he went on with 
his Lecture to the great Admiration of all. For 
they who before admired him for his ſingular Learn - 
ing and Eloquence, now much more admired him 
for his admirable Conſtancy: For, notwithſtanding 
the Murmurs of the People, and the Rage of his Ad- 
verſaries, he went on without the lea of 
his Colour, or Heſmation, or Trembling, or any 
thing elſe that might imply the leaſt Fear. 

HAvinG ended his Lecture, his Adverſaries be- 
jun again with great Clamour to provoke him to a 

iſputationz nor would they accept of his modeſt 
Excuſe, when he told them, that be would dif- 
pute, but at another Time; that he was not now. 
prepared for it, they having concealed their Queſ- 
tions from him, without ſetting them up in publick 
5 they uſed to do, To this they replied, that By

| His Adverſaries would not be ſatisfied with

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Assur this Time a grievous Calam ity befel 
the Church of England by the Death of King EA. 
ward the Sixth, which was a grie vous Wound to

Soon after the Care of the Engl Exiles lay 
heavy upon him, ſome of them were come to 
Emden, and others to Frankfort, all ſending to 
Calvin for Advice and Counſel. How great Pains 
he took this Year for ſeveral Churches, may ap- 

r by the Multitude of Epiſtles wrote by him, 
by which he ftirred up many Noblemen to em- 
brace the Gofpel, and ſtrengthned. many of the 
Brethren, ſome of which were in extreme Dan- 
ger,. and others already caſt into Bonds. 


| Tarn next Year, 1556, a Tertian Ague ſeized 
upon Mr. Calvin as he was prevching, ereupon 
many falſe Rumours were fpread Abroad, which 
were ſo grateful, eſpecially to Papiſts, that at Sor/- 
ſors, his own Country, the Prieſt had returned 
publick Thanks for his Death : But the Prayers of 
good Men ptevailed for his Health, and he was fo 
Tr from dying of that Diſeaſe, that being increa- 
ſed in Strength, he undertook a longer Journey 
than he was uſed to do, viz. to Frankfort, being 
itwited hither to pacify ſome Controverſies, which 
were ſprung up.

WEN this Will was made and confirmed, Mr. 
Calvin ſent to the four Syndics, and all the Alder- 
men, defiring to ſpeak with them all yet once more 
in the Court before his Death, whither he hoped to 
be, carried the next Day. The Senators anſwered, 
that they would rather come to him, deſiring him 
to have a Regard to his Health: And the Day af- 
ter, when they came all to him from the Court, 

after mutual . and profeſſing that he had 


long deſired to ſpeak with them, he ſaid, 
<« HonouReD MASTERS, 


« T crve you great Thanks, that ye have ho- 
noured me thus far, having not deſerved it from 
u, and for that you have ſo often born with mine 
nfirmities; which to me hath always been an Ar- 
ment of your ſingular Good-will towards me: 


And albeit in Performance of mine Office, it could 157 


not be but that I muſt undergo many Bickerings, 
and divers Aſſaults, becauſe every good Man muſt 

be exerciſed therewith; yet I know and acknow- 
ledge, that none of thele Things have fallen out 
bs our Default; and I earneſtly beſeech you, 
that if 1 libs not always done that which behoved 
me, you rather would have Regard of my Will 
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chan of my Ability. For I can truly teſtify, that! 

have been heartily ſtudjous of the Welfare of your 

 Common-wealth; and howſoever I have not fully 
performed mine Office, yet I have ſtudied the Pub- 
lick Good according to mine Ability; and except 
I ſhould acknowledge that the Loxp hath uſed my 
Service, ſometimes not unproſitably, I could not 
avoid the Crime of.

_ queſt of you again and again, that I may be excu- 
ſed by you, for that the Things are ſo little that J 
have publickly and privately performed, in Com- 
pariſon of thoſe Things which it behoved me to 
have done. Certainly of mine own Accord 1 ac- 
knowledge, that I am much indebted to you. for 
this Cauſe alſo, that ye have patiently born with 
my too much  Vehemency ſometimes; which Sin 
alſo I truſt Gop hath forgiven me.

„xxo the Diſpoſitions and Converſations of 
every one of you, and T know that you have need 
of Exhortation. There is none of thoſe that ex- 
cell moſt, unto whom many Things are not want- 
ing; therefore let every Man aſk of the Lorp thoſe 
Things which he underſtands himfglf to ſtand-in 
need of. We ſee what Vices reign in the greateſt 
Councils in the World; ſome are cold, and-negle&t 
the Publick, taking Care uy for their own pri- 
vate Affairs; others are indulgent to their private 
Affection:; others uſe not the excellent Gifts Gop 
hath beſtowed upon them; others boaſt of their 
own Parts, and expect that every Man ſhould ſub- 
ſcribe to their Opinions. I exhort ald Men, that 
they envy not the younger, whom they find adorn- 
ed with excellent Gifts from Gop : Iadmoniſh the 
Younger, that they carry themſelves modeſtly, with- 
out Arrogance ; and, let not one moleſt another. 
Avoid Contentions, and albthat Bitterneſs of Spirit,

which diverts many from the right Way in the 
Government of the Common: wealth: And ye ſhall 
the better avoid theſe Things, if every Man con- 
tain himſelf within his own Sphere, and all admj- 
niſter the Part of the Common-wealth faithfully 
which is committed to him. I pray you, for Gop's 
Sake, let there be no Place for Favour or Hatred in 
the Judgment of civil Cauſes. Let none pervert 
Right by ſubtile Tricks. Let no Man hinder the 
Laws from prevailing.

May 27, Hr ſeemed to ſpeak more ſtrongly, and 
with leſs Difficulty ; but this was but a Lightning 
- beforeDeath. In the Evening, about eight o'Clock, 
on a ſudden, Signs of preſent Death appeared ; at 
which Time, Mr. Beza being newly departed from 
him, ſome ran to acquaint him therewith ; where- 
upon he preſently returned, but found him to have 
yielded up his Spirit into the Hands of Gop, with- 
out the leaſt Struggling, yea, nor fo much as ſend- 
ing forth one Groan, having had his Underſtand-

Marquis of Vieo, 


NALEACIUs CARACCIOLUS was born at Nas 
ples, in the Year 1517. His Father's Name 
was Calantonius, deſcended of the ancient and noble 
Family of the Caraccioli of Capua His Mother was 
deſcended of the noble Family of the Caraff, whoſe 
Brother was after wards Pope P IV. 


His Father was very careful of his Education in 
his Youth; and being well known to, and in fa- 
vour with the Emperor Charles V. he requeſted 
him to entertain this his Son in his Service, which 
the Emperor je wig £4 did, and liked him fo well, 
that ſhortly after he made him his Gentleman- 


Sewer; in which Place he demeaned himſelf fo well, 
that he On the Favour of the Nobility, and reſt of 
the Court, and grew to be of ſpecial Account with 
the Emperor himſelf; and indeed few were to be 
compared with him for Innocency of Life, Ele- 

gancy 
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gancy of Manners, ſound Judgment, and Know- 
edge of many Thing. e. 

His Father alſo, being deſirous to, continue his 
Name, and advance his. Houſe, provided for him 
a Wife, a Virgin of noble Birth, called FVi&orie,. 
Daughter to the Duke of Nuceria. By this Wife 
he had ſix Children, four Sons and two Daughters. 
But Gop intending to advance bim to an Fioher 
Dignity than that, to which he was born, was 
pleaſed in Mercy by Degrees to reveal himſelf and*

THERE lived about this Time in Naples, a 
noble Spaniard, called Jahn Waldeſſo, who having

Bur Galeacius, without Delay returned him 
this Anſwer; that he knew all this which he had 
ſaid to be true; yet withal, he would have him 
know that he had done Nothing rafhly, he had 
conſulted with Gop, by whoſe Grace he was 
moved hereunto ; and by the ſame Grace had his 
Eyes opened to diſcern the Truth, and to ſee the

_ Warn he came near Naples, there was much 
Running to hear good News, but when he had 
delivered his heavy Meſſage, the Sorrow of them 
all was redoubled upon them; and the rather, be- 
cauſe the Emperor had publiſhed an Edict, where- 
in he proclaimed Galeacius guilty of High- Treaſon, 
and confiſcated his Goods, making hum, and his 
Poſterity, uncapable of his Father's Marquifdom :

HavinGs all the Warmth of an Enthuſiaft,

and the Lozp preſerved him in his Childhood and 
Youth from the Poiſon of Popiſh Superſtition, and 


the Contagion of thoſe common groſs Sins, which | 


reigned in thoſe Parts. 


Wu he was about ſeven Years old, his Fa- 
ther, for ſome Offence, rebuked him ſharply, which 
he 


being much grieved at, took a Prayer-Book, and 


going into his Father's Chapel, read in it, and 
prayed as well as he could; and it pleaſed the Loxy 
to comfort him with inexpreſſible Joys. The next 
Day he went to the ſame.

In 1574, he was ſent to Oxford, where he firſt

Debts : 1 married two of my Daughters, and paid 
their Portions : I preferred a Son or two; I main- 
tained the Poor in mine own Parilh in the Coun- 
try, allowing them all the Profit of my two Mills:

Tas three Years being expired, he returned 
home to Stapleford, and married another Wife, by 
whom he had otie Daughter that died, and one 
Son living; and encouraging himſelf in the Ways 
of Gop, he daily performed theſe four Duties:

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Firſt, Meditation for the Increaſe of Knowledge, 
and good Affections towards Gop: And for his 
Help herein, he carried about him ſome Part of the 
Bible, or Notes of Sermons when he went into the 
Fields: Within Doors he read much in the Scrip- 
tures, and made Collections of the Promiſes, Pre- 
cepts, Comforts, and Prohibitions.

* Sou few Years before my Brother Hard- 
ware died, he had a Man- ſervant, as many thought,

and many eminent Perſons proceeded from this 
Camaliel; as Dr. Bernard, afterwards Dean and 
Biſhop in Ireland, whom he commended to Arch- 
biſhop Uſer, with whom he had great Acquain- 
tance; Mr. Proſſe, Miniſter of two Dutch Con- 
regations, firſt in Colcheſter, then in London; Mr. 
one, afterwards famous in New-England; holy 
Mr. Fairclough, and many others. 


_ Hz was a Man much in Prayer, much in Cloſet 
Prayer, much in Walking Prayer, much in Soli- 
ary rayer, much in Conjugal Prayer (for he 
daily prayed with his Wife alone) much in Fami- 
Prayer; daily with his own Family, and almoſt 
ily with ſome other Family; very much in Faſt- 
ing and Prayer ; for which he all Occaſions 
that ſeemed in any Meaſure to require it. 


He uſed much to ride about from Family to 
Family) when poflibly he could be ſpared from his 
Scholars) and only alight and pray with them, 
and give them ſome heavenly Exhortation, and 
then away to another Family. And in the Neigh- 
bourhood to his Houſe, where he would walk, he 
would frequently viſit the Inhabitants, eſpecially 
the Poor, painfully inſtructing them, and fervently 
praying with them ; and would give them Cate- 
chiſms and Bibles, and Money, 1 he had it, and 
they had need of it; by which his going about and 
doing Good, many praiſed Gop in Time, and 
more will to all Eternity. * 
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His Preaching was not altogether in the uſfi 
Manner, but n making excellent, ſpiritual, 
ſhort Obſervatians, and brief and cloſe * 
ons. He had great Skill in che Original Tongues, 
ſpent much Study to underſtand the Scripture, and 
lived much in Divine Converſe ; by all which he be- 
came A ſingular Textuary, and famous Divines 
would ſend to him for his Opinion in Scripture 
' Difficulties, He was a mi bey Man in wounding 
Conſciences by the Sword of the Spirit, and in 
healing them by the Blood of Jeg. His Voice 
uſed not to be very loud, but his Preaching was 

companied with ſuch an Authority of the Divine 
Prefetics and Power' of the Spirit, that Souls fell 
exceedingly under the Yoke of Chri/t by his Mini- 
ſtry; fo that he has been conſtrained to acknow- 

ledge to ſome intimate Friends, (though far from 
. boaſting), that he had Reaſon to believe Gon had 
made him a ſpiritual Father to above two thouſagd 
Perſons. Indeed the Word of Gop in his Lips 
was ſo unmixt with any. Appearance of any By- 
- reſpects, and came ſo pure, as it were immediate- 
0 from the Holy Ghoſt, that like the Word of 
Po Heb. iv. U tuat very quick and power ful, and

en ſoon became either Converts to it, or Flyers 
from it; or with all their Might Fighters againſt 
it. The direct Rays of Divine Light falling on 
the Conſcience, will have a ſpeedy and great Ef- 
fect; when it is mingled and diluted with a car- 
nal Spirit, or not directly levelled at the Heart, it 
may fall, many Years, upon the outward Ear, hut

Turns was yet never any Perfon who. had the.

hold both his Heart and Life fo greatly — 
and ſo rally raiſed, to ſuch an Univerſality an 
Heighth of true Chriftian Godlineſs, as cannot be 
equalled; Few Perſons have ever been acquainted 
with, of ſcarce ever read or heard of any meer 
Man that did exceed him, though others might 
equal him in ſome corporal Severities, and ſeem 
more heated in ſome particular Parts of Religion; 
yet for the Impartially, Conſtancy, and Sweetneſs 
of Holineſs, very few have come near him, and 
none fince the Primitive Times did excel him. 
e made it his Buſineſs to live with Gop, and to 
his Glory, not as'too many that ſatisfy themſelves 
inthe frequent Motions of their Affections in ſome 
Pangs of 965 e Reſolutions, or ſome Fits of 

ious Converſation, as if theſe were the Life and 
Power of Godlineſs, all which are very good and 
defireable ; but yet at beſt; they are but Seeds and 
Bloſſoms of the Divine Nature, which is firſt con- 
ceived by the Holy Ghoſt in the Soul, in a real 
abſolute Conſecration of the whole Man to Gon, 
and grows in a diligent Endeavour of perfect Con- 
formity to this Conſecration. He, the Buſineſs of 
whoſe Heart and Life is not in all Things, ſetch- 
ing Strength from Chri/t by Faith, to live to Go, 
is yet no living Child of Gop, what Preparato- 
ries ſoever there may be in him towards it. It 
would make ones Heart tremble' to think what 
Multitudes of half Chriſtians drop daily down into 
everlaſting Deſtruction, cheating themſelves with 

ious Sentiments, as if they were the Life of God- 
ineſs, which cannot be but in an abſolute Union 
with Chrift, and living in the Virtue of Him, and 
faithful Obedience 3 as this Saint did.

lived not without [nfirmities, but in the Eye of all 


knowing, impartial, dail he was free 
nc kd - 
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from acting any Sin of Commiſſion, not ſo much, 
as ſpeaking an idle or an angry Word, or loſing 
any Moment of Time that Fe could redeem, or 
that he was ſenſible he might better ſpend ;. and 
this by the Space of above forty Years, as by di- 
ligent Enquiry, and perſonal Acquaintance of ma- 
ny Years, will be juſtified. His Deportment'was 
lways ſuch, as if at that Moment he ſaw Gop 
and had God's Law, his own Covenant with Gop, 
and the Day of Account juſt then before his Eye, 
ſo that when ever the Lok ſhould come and call 
him, he would ever have been found fo doing. 
To any underſtanding Converſer with him, there 
always appeared wrote in his Face and Demean- 
our, a Senſe of the Divine Majeſty and Holineſs; 
a moſt pleaſing, conſciencious, and full Dedica- 
tion of himſelf to Gop; a Watchfulneſs upon his 
own Heart and Life, leaſt he ſhould offend; 2 
great Mortification of Heart to all the World; a 
wonderful Purity from finful Pollution; and an 
admirable Transformation of Spirit- unto the Di- 
vine Similitude.

He ſeemed to have ſmall Senſe of any 
Self- excellency, though Satan would fain have de- 
filed him with it, but walked in continual Admi- 
ration of the Vouchſafements of Free Grace unto 
him. From his Humility came that Readineſs in 
him to be perſuaded or difpoſed of 2 others, much 
inferior to him, in any ching, (ſo Religion and 
Duty ſuffered not by i) little valuing fn what 
- Place he was put, or wh Account was had of 

him, ſo he might keep cloſe to his Duty, and en- 
Joy the Light of the Divine Countenance. 


Ax that which did ſet him moſt high above 
all others who lived in theſe latter Days, was the 
impartial Univerſality of his Obedience, joined 
with the greateſt Charity and Candour to all — 
wherein was the leaſt Appearance of Good. No 
Hopes of Preferment, or Smart of Suffering, could 
prevai lwith him to depart from his Light; he could 
51 ſo conform to the Church of England, as the 

required, to make him capable of a Living; 
—— be thought it his Duty to conform, ri 
more exact than he. 


Aub therefore being no En to the Com- 
mon Prayer, he would all Days, 15 and 
Week-days, when Divine Service was read in the 


Pariſh-Church, go with his Family to the very 
Beginning, and there behave himſelf with that 
Reverence and Heavenlineſs, as I never ſaw any 
* him weren. 
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He was as far from countenancing any known 
Evil in any: I believe none that ever converſed 
with him, but will bare him Witneſs, that he ne- 
ver ſuffered what he thought Sin in them, without 
Admonition and Reproof; as ſure as he obſerved 
the Evil, they ſhould hear of it from him; but 
ever with ſo much evident Love, as well as Seri- 
ouſneſs, that at the ſame Time both their Conſci- 
_ ences were awed by the Gravity of his Advice, 
and their Affections enflamed with the Sweetneſs 
of his Spirit, His Reproofs were truly, as one 
well expreſſes, Nails dipt in Oil, driven with 
Power into the Inmoſt of the Heart, and received 
with all Acceptation, becauſe of the overcoming 
Kindneſs they were accompanied wich. When 
he has been in Company, and heard great Perſons 
ſwear, or ſpeak prophanely, he would with a ſad 
Countenance (leaving the Table, or departing the 
Room) rebuke, and afterward privately, addreſs 
the great Perſon with ſo much Seriouſnefs and Re-

Hrs Humility and Modeſty were ſuch, ſuch; that if 
any — preſent, or others whom he 


took to be his Superiors, —

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whether they would ſpeak any Thing for Edifica- 
tion: if they were ſilent or, more lack, he would 
endeavour to engage them in good Diſcpurſe, or 
elſe before they parted would ſet it on Foot him- 
ſelf: He uſed to be troubled if he was long in any 
Company, and nothing was ſpoken to Edification. 


When he ſpoke of the Things of Gop, he did.it 


with much Authority: The eight of the Things 
he ſpake of was much upon his Spirit, and be had 
his Heart wholly. taken up with them. Religion and 
the Things of Gop were become natural to him; 
and what Vehemency of Spirit others had in Pro- 
ſecution of their worldly Affairs, the ſame, did he 
manifeſt in the Things of Gop; and as himſelf 
was affected with them, ſo did he for the moſt 
part affect others. When he either counſelled'or 
reproved any, he would chooſe, as much as might 
be, to do it e Tanguages that ſo they 
might rather hear Gop ſpeaking. than him, and 
conſequently what was ſpoken might carry the 
mare Authority with it. In his Reproofs he uſed 

t Wiſdom and Com and he ſo ordered 
Good: And he greatly loved ſuch as would faith- 
fully reprove him. He often ſaid, that he had ne- 
ver met with but one in all his Liſe, that would be 
ſo faithful a Friend to him, as to tell him of what 
he apprehended. to be amiſs in him, and he loved 


bim the better for it all the Days of his Life. 


. Hz was very eminent for his Heavenly-miad- 
edacſs, and his Heavenly - affections. He con- 
ſtantly prayed, that our Converſation might be in 
Heaven, whilſt. our Habitation was on. Earth. 
And as he prayed ſo he lived: He ſaid, Methinls, 
1 laat upon all Things in this World, as Pictures of 
the Things: in the other Warld.. And again, Sureh, 
if Gop ſhall be all in all hereafter, the leſs . 


ea 
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to do tuith the Creature here (more than needs nu/t ) 
the more like we are to that Life. And again, 7 ar 
aſhamed very much ſometimes 8 I ſhould delight in 
the Creature ſo much, and delight in Gop no more. 

When ſome 700 his "Children 1 were coming to vißt 
him, fearing, out of a Godly Jealouſy, leſt they 
might be too much tranſported with a meer natu- 

ral Joy, and not make that ſpiritual Improvement 
they ought, he wrote thus unto them before theic 
coming: hen Moſes and Elias appeared in Glory, 
at the Transfiguration of Chriſt in the Mount, t/ e 
talk they had (as St. 224 el was touching the 
. Deceaſe of CR, which he ſhould accompliſh at Je- 
ruſalem: Aud we (among other Things) may thence 
learn, that it is an Heaven: like Diſpa ion, in the 
 Midft e 45 all our earthly Enjoyments to think and tail 
of our re hence. And as I write this to you, 
fol eat of it it here, that both you and we may min- 
gle our Meeting here on Earth, with ſuch Thoughts 
and Diſcourſes, as may mitigate the Bitterneſs of any 
afficting Providences, and may contain our Spirits in 
an even « Temper, by the Expectatian of that uninter - 

rupted and eternal Foy that we hope one Day to enter 
into, when we ſhall meet, neuer more to be ſeparated. 
And in an other Letter he thus expreſſed himſelf : 

Ve have but an Inch of Time upon Earth, and then 
we enter upon Eternity: O then let us pray continually, 
effeftually, fervently, that our May may be right, 
and our Hearts upright to the finiſhing all God's 
Will in Duty, according to our Relations, in all

He had a very tender Conſcience, ſenſible of 
the leaſt Failing ; and though none was known to 
de more charitable to others, and to make a more 
charitable Conſtruction of what was done by 
others, yet none was ever more ſeyere againſt him- 
ſelf. When he diſcerned the Ebullitions of Pride, 
l . 
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Self-love, Covetouſneſs, and Infidelity ; when 
he ſaw the leaſt Mixture of Self-ends in his good 
Actions; when he obſerved how prone he was to 
be biafſed by Man-fearing and Man- pleaſing, from 
his Duty; this was an inexpreffible Trouble to 
him, and. he would bewail theſe Things with 
more Bitterneſs, than many are wont to do their 
#ran Sins. If he had at any time unaware, 
ken a Word which he judged uncomely, and 
unſuitable to the Gravity which he conceived be- 
came a Chriſtian, he would bewail it greatly, and 
could not be at reſt *till he defired thoſe whom he 
ſuppoſed might take Offence; to paſs it by. He 
rarely ſpake of his Comforts or ſpiritual Joys, but 
oft of what he found amiſs in himſelf, fad many 
Things which are much- lighted others, | were 
Curio! iy obſerved by him. In a Letter he thu 
N nhy himfelf, A, Unthankfulne/s (beſides. ny 
. other ſin ful Infirmities ) grieveth me fore, and I an 
Fol of myſelf, let the Fear of the Lord du 
trouble me more than Grief for Sm. And Again; 
baus found and do find, a great Difficulty (as in 
other Things) fo in this of Health, to keep the nar- 
ret Way 97 the Lorp, / or 1 find by wel Ex 
rience, that I am often 4 out, either to tos much 
Indlulgtuce, or too much Severity. D* Lon mate

His great Care was to keep himſelf, aurioal 

from ſuch Things az were in themſelves ſinful, 

but to abſtain from all Appearance of Evil, and t 

cut off Occaſions of Offence from ſuch as might 

ſ-ek them. "He ſaid, he had found 8 many 
oy Was 


Yerrs Experience, that the great Diffic 
in the Uſe of Things lawful 2 indifferent: Say- 


ing, that he had been oſten overtaken this Way ; 
ſometime by his own corrupt Nature, which was 


ever willing to — 2 largeſt Size, and {. me- 
- ume 
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time by the miſtaking of others who had miſap- 
prehended his Intentions, and-made an evil Con 
ſruction of his Words. | 


H was eminent in reſigning himſelf, and all 
he had to the Will of Gop. It was his conſtant 
Practice to pray his Will into an Oneneſs with 
the Will of Gop. He obſerved, that it was very 
incident to our Natures. to defire to bring down 
God's Will to ours; but it was much better to 
pray up our Wills into his... When any Difficulty 
did occur, and his natural Affections, and Incli- 
nation would have catried him ſuch: a Way, his. 
firſt Work was not to pray ſo much that he might. 
obtain that which Nature would deſire; but that 
his Will might be brought up to the Will of 
Gop, and that his Spirit might be brought to an 
holy Indifferency, the Lonn eminently an- 
ſwered him herein. | 


WHEREUPON, before the Iſſue of Providence 
was diſcovered, his Will was uſually brought to 
the Will of GoD, and in ſeveral great Cafes and 
Emergencies in his Liſe, wherein he was much 
concerned, he ſaid, © "Touching the Succeſs of 
ſuch a Buſineſs, I have received Power, through 
Grace, to acquieſce in the Will of Gon, when it 
is manifeſted,” He made it alſo his Endeavour 
to reſign all he had to the Lord's wiſe Diſpoſal. 
Having heard of the Welfare. of ſome of his 
Children, he thus expreſſed himſelf, ++ Now what 
Thanks can I render to God for you all? Only I 
deſire to give all up to Gon, that he hath given 
you to me for a Time.“ His Advice alſo to his 
Children, was to follow his Example herein, and 
to give up their neareſt Comforts to God daily. 
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He much defired to be Spiritual in all he did, 
and that Grace, and not Nature, or fleſhly. Wif. 
dom might ſway him in every thing. When 2 
near Relation aſked his Counſel in a Buſineſs of 
Concernment, before he would give his Advice, 
he ſaid, O that 1 might be wholly Spiritual; 
that no carnal Reſpects might blind mine Eyes 
Wherever he was engaged in any Difficulty, or 
was to manage any Buſineſs of great Concern, 
his firſt Care was to mind his Duty, and to ſtudy 
which Way Grace would teach him to act, and 
his great Care was, that Grace might have the 
principal Sway in all his Actions. 


Hz ufed to ſay, „That Duty was ours, but 
the Succeſs of 'Things belonged unto Gop. We 
ſhould go ſtudy what our Duty is, and then leave 
the Succeſs to Gopꝰ . One deſiring his Advice in 
a Buſineſs of great Difficulty, he wrote back thus 
unto him: This one Thing let us with inceſ- 
ſant Importunity crave of the Loxp, that in this, 
as in all other Things, he would teach us the Bo 
wherein we ſhould go, and that we may walk wi 
Gop, and follow him fully in the 1 of 
cur Hearts, and then leave the Succeſs on his 
Care, who' is the only Wiſe and Almighty, and 
our Father”. | | 


Hz adviſed that in all Caſes of Conſcience we 
ſhould ſeek Reſolution from the Word; and that 
in difficult Caſes we ſhould aſk Counſel of ſome 
able, faithful-Miniſter.  £+ For, faid he, the 
Prieſts Lips muſt preſerve Knowledge, and we are 
to enquire the Law at his Mouth: And Goy hath 
appointed Paſtors and Teachers for the perfecting 
of the Saints”. And concerning Miniſters Advice, 
he would ſay, That which they ſpeak out of 


the Pulpit is to be preferred before that _ ny 
pea 
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atk in a private Way; for it is to be ſuppoſed 
ivy "they have confliltes much with Gop, and 
have ftudied, and prayed hard for that which 
deliver in publick; and therefore more Authority 
is to. be given to it, than to any occaſional, or. 
ſudden Counſel”... 


- Hrs Deſire was to be always in the Exerciſe of 
Grace, and to mind preſent Duty. He was much 
2 with the Saying, Tat # Chriſtian ought to 
altuays in Duty. And according to this, he made 
it his great Study to confider what the preſent Duty 
was that Gop put upon him. When he went to. 
viſit any one, he would conſider what his Call was 
to go, and what Opportunity he might have to do 
or receive Good: And he much bewailed ncedleſs 
and complimental Viſits, as Things that did eat uz 
and conſume much precious Time. When he uſed. 
any bodily Exerciſe, he. did it 2 ſaying, . 
It was the Mill of Gop that we ſhould our t 
Preſervation of Health : And when he followed his 
earthly, Affairs, he would do it as a Duty, ſaying, 
That it was the Will zf Gop that we ſhould honour 
Him in a-articular N His great Care wWas 
to make his particular Calling ſubſervient to his 
general Calling; and his gteat Endeavour, ſo to 
order his earthly Affairs, that they might not juſtle 
out the Duties of Religion, nor himſelf to be abridg- 
ed by them of convenient Time for the more imme-- 
diate Service of Go pop. wits wade 
By theſeMeans Religion became {6 fpiritually- 
natural to him, that he ed wholly to be turned 
into it: Whatever he did and ſpake, did not only 
favour of Gtace, but ſeemed to be wholly rf 
rere We 
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Hs bath ſaid, that once he could have wi 
many of the Commandments out of the Bible, b 
naw he ſound his Heart made ſuitable to the Law; 
He never thought his Heart to be in a right Tem: 
er, but when he could delight in the Wa $ of 
OD, and he uſed frequently to mention that Tex, 
Bleſſed is the Man that feareth the Lox p,, and de- 
lighteth greatly. in his Commandments. He took ſuch 
Delight in the Ways of Gop, and ſound ſo much 
Satisfaction in them, that he ſpake thus with much 
Ser ĩouſneſs; If I were ſure, that as dies the Beofl, 
h 24 the Man; yet wauid I not cbuſe te be ctherwiſc 
id 1 am.

Ox of his moſt eminent Graces was his Faith 
and Living upon Chriſt, which was the true Root 
from whence his other Attainments aroſe... It was 
the great Work of his Life to go wholly out of 
himſelſ, and to live wholly upon Cirift. + 


THESE were ſome of his frequent Expreſſions in 
Prayer: Take us wholly out of Self, and let our whe't 
Dependence be u/on Chriſt. Make us one Spirit wi h 
Chriſt, and let us be acted with his Spirit, that ſo wi 
may not live ſo much as Chriſt may live in us: It hath 
pleaſed the Father, that in Him fhould all Fulne 
dwell: Out of his Fulneſs let us receive Grace 
Grace. Thou haſt appointed Him to be "Iifd:m, 
Righteouſneſs, Santiification, even all in all to thy 
People: Lok make Him ſe to us. | 


Tais was his conſtant and moſt familiar Len- 
ee and as the Bent of his Spirit lay moſt this 
Way, fo he counted it his greateſt Perfection. To 
ſome that highly eſteemed him for his t Holi: 
neſs, he ſaid, The highe/t Thing that I attaine 
ed te, is '@ go quite and clean out of myſelf, and 11 
rell myſeif wholly upon the Grace of GOD in * 
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He never uſpected himſelf more, or worſe 
of himſelf, than when he found. a ſecret Inclination 
to look to ſomewhat in himſelf, and could =tq 


himſelf ſo clearly br off to Acts of Self-demial : 
Wnereupon he ſaid, I have been apt to queſtion m 
Condition much of late, becauſe when I have Jeon 


Things amifs in me, and have 1 out any Satve, 
] would le quiet, and did not deny myſelf fully to reft 
an the Grace of Gz0D in Chriſt. 


Hx often exhorted his Children that they ſhould 
labour to deny themſclves more and more, and ſtudy 
Chrifl, and learn him more and more: He was 
ſcarce ever known to give any holy Exhortations, 
in which he was moſt frequent and abundant, but 
ſtill he would be ſure in the Cloſe to adviſe them to 
look to Chr iſi for all Gtace; and whatſoeyer Duty 
he exhorted them to, he ſtill put them in mind that 
the Grace and Strength by which they were to per- 
form this, was to be expected from Ghrift alone. 


He was as eminent for living by Faith on 1 
Promiſes, as on the Perſon of Cviſt, reſting. upon 
the Loan in all his Straits. When he could by 
take Sanctuary in ſome Promiſe, and find out ſome. 
Word of God for his Faith to reſt upon, he thought 
himfelf.fafe > He delighted to ſpeak of that Paſlage 
of Abraham, that Alrabam gave Glory to Gon by 
believing... He thought the higheſt Way of honour- 
ing Gop, was to truſt upon his naked Word and 
Promiſe. Indeed he was often-allaulted with Temp- 
tatinns of Infidelity, but theſe did but quicken him 
to pray more fervently, and in the Concluſion, by 
theſe baking Nie TNA Oat the deeper Root. i The 
chief Stream of his Prayer in his elder Years ran 
this Way, that he might not fagger at the Promiſe 
throi,gh Unbelief;, that he might be.e/Zablyhed inthe 
Faith; and that his Faith might not fail; * the
